Modification of guidelines and adoption of resolution for County Commission District Special

Funding on February 10,2015 created Commission District Special Funds for each

Commission District. On May 77,2076 the Board of County Commissioners approved the 16-

17 Fiscal year budget with special district funds allocated per Commission District in the
amount of $20,000. The monies appropriated are to support needs for all Washoe County
residents.

Funds appropriated through the Commission District Special Funds must provide substantial
benefit to the inhabitants of the County. The recipient must be a non-profit organization,
created for religious, charitable or educational purposes, or a government entrty. Funds shall
not provide any personal or private benefit for the Commissioners, direction or indirectly
benefit any campaign efforts by a commission, violate Ethics in Government Iaw, or be used

to purchase tickets to special events.
